Bankers Association in Hot Springs, Va. (Text attached). 

In his speech, titled ,f New Garb for Town and Gown, n Dr. Elliott discussed 
the new economic importance of the educational institutions in Washington, He 
pointed out that during the decade of the f 70s the nine colleges and universities 
have spent or committed well over half a billion dollars for capital construction. 

The nine colleges and universities in Washington are united as an educational 
unit as the Consortium of Universities of the Washington Metropolitan Area. 

Distributed at the meeting were copies of a report, n The Economic Benefits 
of the Consortium of Universities to the District of Columbia, 1977-78." 

(Copy attached.) The report provides figures on expenditures, operating costs, 
student enrollment, tuition and aid, employees, and alumni, 

n The Consortium of Washington institutions has become big business," 
President Elliott said. Speaking of the difficulties created by inflation, 
he went on to express his deep concern over current proposals to tax educational 
institutions for operating revenue for the city, "Such actions, inadvertent or 
planned, would cause great immediate harm.., and long-range damage to the 
community itself," he said.

GWU BOTANIST RECOMMENDS A VACATION FOR YOUR PLANTS, TOO — 

IN THE BATHTUB 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Worried about leaving your house plants while 
you go away on vacation? According to Dr. Kittle Parker, professor 
emeritus of botany at The George Washington University, there is a simple 
procedure which "will hold plants nicely for two to three weeks ... Take 
all the plants and put them in the bathtub." 

"Water them thoroughly the night before you leave so that they drain 
well and there is no standing water In the pots or on the foliage," she 
explains. "The next morning put them in large, thin plastic bags you 
have saved from the cleaners. Put stakes in all the pots so that the 
plastic doesn't touch one single leaf and close the bags at the top ... 
what you're trying to do is keep in all that nice moisture. It's like 
making a little baby green house." 

Plants should not be left in direct sun, but they do need bright 
light. If there is no bright light in the bathroom, indoor gardeners 
should bring in a floor lamp and set up a timer. The plants should not 
be in light 24 hours a day. They need at least 10 hours of rest in the 
dark. It a lamp is used, it should be placed two feet away from the plastic 
covers. "Fertilize your plants no closer than a week to ten days before

departure time," the botanist admonishes. 

"Now, when you come back, don’t take them out right away," she says. 
"The first night, just open up all the plastic and the next day, look at 
your plants and see which ones need watering." Her final comment — "This 
is much better than having a neighbor come by and do your plants in from 
overwatering."

FEW U.S. LAW SCHOOLS HAVE PROGRAMS FOCUSING ON LEGAL 
PROBLEMS OF THE ELDERLY, GWU SURVEY SHOWS 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- Just over 10 percent of the law schools in 
the United States have classroom or clinical programs specifically 
focusing on the legal problems of the elderly, according to a survey 
recently published by the Institute of Law and Aging at the National 
Law Center of George Washington University. 

The survey, funded with a grant from the federal Administration 
on Aging, shows that although older Americans are increasingly becoming 
a greater proportion of the population, only 24 of the nation's 
approximately 200 law schools have programs designed specifically to 
meet the legal needs of the elderly. There are currently 37.8 million 
personas (loutof 7) who are over 60 years of age in this country, with 
a projection of 71 million (1 out of 4) by the year 2035. 

Professor Donald P. Rothschild, co-director of GW's Institute 
of Law and Aging, attributes the lack of such programs to "a miscon¬ 
ception about the legal needs of the elderly and a belief that 
traditional legal education methods can train persons to satisfy these

needs. From our clinical experience at GW," he explains, "it is

evident that regular law school curricula are not meeting these needs. 
They do not provide the expertise to handle the atypical legal problems 
involved in public benefit programs such as social security, disability 
benefits, supplemental security income and veterans benefits." 

The 50-page survey provides the first national listing of law 
school programs and materials in the field of law and aging. In the 
conclusion. Professor Rothschild and Professor Eric S. Sirulnik 
(co-director of the institute) recommend that law schools reassess their 
their curricula in light of the special legal needs of the elderly 
and that several law schools formally publish materials in this field, 
including textbooks and publications to be used for continuing educa¬ 
tion and clinical programs.
